As a composer he 
appears as the climax of modern musical thought. "There is an unap- 
proachable asceticism about his genius which is opposed to all that is 
merely pleasing to the ear.*' The quartette for Piano and strings, in A 
major, op.

(Eminent German composer and conductor, and a pianist of no mean 
ability. Upon the completion of his musical studies at Dresden, 
Klughardt occupied successively the post of conductor at Posen, Neu- 
strelitz, Liibeck and Weimar, until, in 1873, he was appointed " Hof kapell- 
meister " at Neustrelitz. At present he holds a similar position at Dessau. 
Although an adherent of the art principles of Beethoven, Schumann, 
Wagner and Liszt, whose works he has studied thoroughly and exhaus- 
tively, his own art creations are free from all foreign traits and his themes 
are always fresh and spontaneous in spite of their occasional elaborate 
treatment. His published works include pieces for the pianoforte, a 
number of lovely songs for one voice, many part songs for male and 
female voices, an opera, "Mirjam," several Ouvertures and 3 Symphonies, 
the third of which, op. 37, together with the above Quartette and his 
recent opera " Gudrun,'* have finally established his fame in Europe, and 
stamped him as one of the foremost composers of modem times.)
